When Hitler came to power, Scheringer 

was sent to a concentration camp, but was released not long after through the 

efforts of his .former colleague Ludin, w ho had remained loyal to the Nazis 

and had become an SA leader. During .the next few years, Scheringer, ostensibly 

at least, dropped his Communist affiliations and in 1939 secured a commission 

as a captain in the Vehrmacht. Later he led a battalion on the ftussian front -
